North Wilmington Tragedy 


A four year old boy, son of Jean and Robert Howard 
of 42 Hathaway Road North Wilmington, is dead and 
his three year old sister hovers in delicate condition in 
the Children’s Hospital, in Boston. They are the vic- 
tims of a thin ice tragedy, on Martin’s Brook, last 


Friday morning 


Their mother was taking the 
children-for-a trip. She dressed 
them and put them outside, while 
she too got ready. When she got 
outside they were gone. 

A neighbor, Owen MacEachern 
of 11 Draper Drive looked for the 
youngsters. After a moment or 
two, figuring they might have gone 
out towards Route 62 MacEachern 
went for his car. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Howard went 
over a bare hill, from which gravel 
had been removed and discovered 
the children, in Martin's Brook, a 
short twenty feet from shore. She 
screamed for help. 

MacEachern heard her, and 
came running. He was able to get 
the little girl out of the water. 
Behind him was rural Mail Carrier 
Walter Lawler, who providently 
brought a blanket he had in his car. 
‘The boy was beyond reach. The 
ice was only about quarter of an 
inch thick. The children’s foot- 
prints could be seen on the ice 

While Lawler was looking 
around for a branch, or something 
to use, a policeman appeared over 
the hill, and shortly afterwards 
members of the Wilmington Fire 
Department. They were carrying 
a ladder 


$1000 Fee for 
Liquor 
License 


Since the presidential election 
vote of November, wherein the 
people of Wilmington voted in 
favor of liquor being served in 
function halls and restaurants 
seating not less than 100 people 
there has been interest on the part 
of out-of-town concerns interested 

starting such businesses in 
Wilmington. Enquiries have been 
made of several sources. 

The limitations of such function 
halls and restaurants was the sub- 
ject of a four hour discussion Mon- 
day night, by the Board of 
Selectmen of Wilmington, the 
Town Counsel, the Chief of Police, 
and several interested persons. 
What was sought. by the 
Selectmen, was the setting up of 
ground rules, for the Town Counsel 
to use, in making regulations for 
service of alcoholic beverages in 
restaurants and function halls. 
‘The meeting ended in agreement 
on all points, but the points must 
now wait the Town Counsel's 
writing 

One thing on which there was 
clear agreement - the fee for such 
licenses will be $1000. The 
minimum, as described in the 
statutes is $250, and the maximum. 
$2500. All the Selectmen agreed on 
the $1000 figure 

The first hearing will be on 
December 26th. in the Selectmen's 
meeting room.

Fire almost wrecks 
greenhouse Business 


A two-alarm blaze gutted a 
boiler room and part of two 
greenhouses at Barry Boyle's 
Greenhouses on Marshall Street in 
Tewksbury early Wednesday 
Cutoff of heat supplied by the 
boiler room virtually wiped out 
plant life in all of Boyle's 
greenhouses, he said later in the 
day 

Firefighters responded to the 
fire when a driver reported seeing 
the sky in the Marshall Street area 
alight from a blaze at 2:05 a.m 

Engines 1,2,4 and 5 responded to 
the fire, and two alarms drew 21 
off-duty firefighters to fight the 


flames, which spread from the 
heating room to two adjoining 
greenhouses 

They were able to contain the 
blaze to the heating room and the 
nearest parts of the greenhouses 
before the fire was finally 
extinguished at 6:45 a.m 

Cause of the blaze was undeter- 
mined. The state fire marshall is 
investigating the case. A fire 
engine from Andover covered the 
main fire station while Tewksbury 
units were battling the blaze, and a 
Wilmington engine covered the 
South Tewksbury station

Property belonging to A.J. Tam- 
bone beside Ames Pond may be 
committed to a PUD development 
instead of a shopping center if such 
a plan financially benefits Tam- 
bone, according to Richard 
Adams. 

Adams, chairman of the 
‘Tewksbury Master Plan Com- 
mittee, told town officials 
‘Thursday of Tambone's new i 
terest, in developing his Ames 
Pond property for a PUD, mini- 
community instead of Tambone's 
long-planned shopping center 
there. 

The meeting of town officials 
and the Master Plan Committee 
was called, Adams explained, for 
Tambone’s representative, 
Richard Gardner, to make a 
presentation on a proposed Tam- 
bone PUD development beside the 
pond 

Adams announced, however. 
Gardner had decided to further 
study what a PUD zone would in- 
clude before making any presenta- 
tion to town officials 

Atty. Eugene Geary, represen- 
ting Tambone's Ames Lake Realty 
Trust, confirmed Adams’ report of 
Tambone’s interest in PUD 
development. He said earlier 
reports Tambone might build the 
shopping center on land across 
Rte. 495 from Ames Pond were in- 
correct, Tambone didn’t own the 
land on the other side of the 
highway, he said, but might 
nevertheless utilize the Pond 
property for a PUD development 

Urges no center 

Planning consultant Ray Vincent 
urged town officials to take any 
steps necessary to insure a shop: 
ping center is not built in the Pond 
area. A shopping center, he said 
might pollute the lake with 
automobile residues, salt and 
other chemicals draining into the 
water from the center's parking 
lot. He said the town would have 
to negotiate with Tambone for 
public use of the pond. 

If the lake is ruined now, it is 
ruined forever. Now is the time to 
insure the pond remains a 
recreational asset to the town,” he 
said 

Planning board Chairman 
Joseph Doherty commented that if 
the town didn’t agree to allow 
Tambone to build a PUD develop- 
ment by the pond, Tambone could 
legally start building a shopping 
center within seven years after the 
town approved a PUD zone for the 
pond area. 

Vincent disclosed several hither: 
too uncertain, little known of un 
known facts about the master plan 
as a part of a general explanation 
of the plan to town officials being 
briefed on it for the first time 

Zoning ruled okay 

State Atty, General Robert 
Quinn's office, Vincent said, has 
given verbal approval to an 
overlay PUD zone as a legal zoning 
concept 

PUD overlay zones would allow 
utilization of large tracts of land 
for mini-communities of single and 
multi-family homes and small 
shops to service each develop- 
ment. Development of normal 
subdivisions of single-family 
homes would still be allowed in 
PUD zones. 


Prior to the verbal ruling it 
uncertain whether an overlay PUD 
zoning would meet state 
requirements for legal zoning 

Road Cmsr. Richard Trueba 
asked whether someone might an: 
nounce plans to build a PUD 
development on the 50 or more 
acres required for such a project 
but might later build only a portion 
of it and sell the remaining proper 
vy. 

PUD areas restricted 

Vincent answered that restric- 

tions would be placed on land ear: 
marked by developers for PUD 
projects. The restrictions would 
block development of the land for 
anything but required facits of an 
approved PUD plan. 

Federal officials, Vincent said, 
were highly favorable toward their 
providing 8 percent of the cost of 
developing an industrial zone along 
the Boston & Maine Railroad 
Tracks 

Although federal officials 
favored an industrial road along 
the railroad tracks, Vincent said, 
they hadn't fayored a second in: 
dustrial road originally considered 
for an abandoned rail bed from the 
center of the industrial zone to 
Wilmington. The size of the in: 
dustrial zone was not large enough 
to justify the cost of the second 
road, he said 

incent said federal funds might 
be available to aid the town in 
buying land for a greenbelt 
proposed in master He 
warned, however, many other 
communities were also seeking 
funds for open space and recrea 
tion projects such as greenbelts. 

Greenbelt private 

Federal funds to buy land for the 
greenbelt would be particularly 
welcome, said Vincent, because 
most of the land included within 
the belt is privately owned. The 
only exceptions, he said, were 
properties owned by Tewksbury 
State Hospital, school yards and a 
few parcels of town-owned land. 

Vincent said he expected the 
master plan to be finalized once a 
zoning by-law was completed and 
the town reached some form of 
agreement with Tambone 

‘A map of proposed zoning under 
the plan showed property in South 
Tewksbury along the Wilmington 
town line will not be zoned for in- 
dustrial purposes as had been 
proposed by Doherty

‘The resignation of Charles H. Goldstein 
from the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen 
means there will be three seats on the 
board contested in the 1973 elections. One 
person will have to fill the two years 
remaining ot Goldstein's term in office, and 
the seats of Joseph J. Whelan and 
Frederick H. Baldwin Jr. will also be con- 
tested 

Up to this point, only Norbert Lynch, the 
president of the Tewksbury Taxpayers 
Assn., has officially announced his can- 
didacy for the board of selectmen 
Frederick H. Baldwin Jr. has unofficially 
announced his intention to run for re- 
election, and Road Csmr. Neil Niven has 
unofficially announced his candidacy for a 
selectman’s seat. That means there are 
only three candidates for three contested 
seats on the board 

While there are rumors of other persons 
planning to run for the board, nothing 
definite has been announced. 

Persons in the town with a wish to work 
for Tewksbury’s best interests should con- 
sider the opportunity that Goldstein's 
resignation has offered them. 

With three seats open on the town’s 
governing body, a candidate may not have 
to have the great personal popularity usual- 
ly needed to earn enough votes for such an 
office.

Squabbling continues between the council 
for youth and the park commission over the 
future of the youth center, a vitally needed 
facility in a town with limited social oppor- 
tunities for the young. P 

The latest battle is over whether the 
center should or should not be self- 
sustaining. One member of the council has 
even said he would rather see the center 
closed than see the park commission 
allocate yearly funds to operate and main- 
tain the facility. His reason is that when 
the 1971 town meeting approved $35,000 for 
the council to build the center, the council 
promised it would be self-sustaining 

Whether the center is or is not self- 
sustaining, it can only be hoped that the bat- 
tle between the two boards will end, and the 
center soon used by the youth of the town. 
With an infinite variety of unwholesome ac- 
tivities available today to teenagers in par- 
ticular, it would seem a shame if for lack of 
a few dollars a center should either never 
or barely open where teenagers could find 
activities even their parents would approve 
of. And in the long run, the cost of meeting 
social problems caused by not having such 
a center might prove greater than any 
funds spent to provide harmless fun for the 
town’s teenagers.

Blow the Whistle? 


The Town Crier, on December 14th. 
carried a story about how Bob Corey of 
Lowell “blew the whistle” about an old 
railroad bed in North Wilmington, one 
called Ainsworth Road 

Who is Bob Corey? How did he happen to 
own that railroad bed? Why did he “blow 
the whist 

To describe him physically is to say that 
he resembles “the little folk" in Irish 
literature and lore. He is husky, yes, but he 
isn't big. He has an engaging grin 
fey way of talking, such as would be used by 
an Irish pixie. He is also a hard headed 
business man. 

Bob is a contractor. He wrecks buildings. 
When he sees an opportunity to make some 
money he goes after it 

Wilmington, fifteen years ago, was just 
getting over the “gravel wars’, in which 
the Town Fathers had sought to prevent 
gravel from disappearing, when the new 
Route 93 came through. The Selectmen had 
passed regulations, they thought they had 
the situation well in hand - but they 
reckoned without knowledge and 
experience of the ‘gravel merchants", who 
would and did dig almost to China 


searching tor material for the new 
highways 

As a result of the “gravel wars"’ there 
were several sites in Wilmington which had 
been well excavated - leaving deep ponds 
for the future to contemplate. One of these 
sites is now a town well field, off Salem 
Street (Southerly) and near the North 
Reading line. Another was off the old 
Salem-Lowell railroad right-of-way, 
northerly, near Routes 93 and 125. 

Bob Corey was looking for a place to 
dump bricks. He had thousands on hand, he 
had to get rid of them. He spotted the old 
Hathaway pit, near the North Reading line, 
and decided to buy it for brick storage. 

This was perhaps half a dozen years after 
the “gravel wars". Those pools were being 
used by bathers. in the summer, and by 
skaters in the winter. There was, it was 
realized, a possibility of someone ‘being 
drowned 

The Town Crier advocated that the town 
should take possession of the land, The 
Selectmen had caused the Board of Health 
to test the waters, and the sanitarian, Pat 
Thebeau, tested and tested, to find every 
time that the water was exceptionally pure.

And, while the Town Crier was saying 
that the property should be taken over, 
either as a wellfield, or as a playground, the 
Town Hall was doing absolutely nothing. 
Wilmington had a Town Manager who was 
incapable of holding down the job 

So Bob Corey came along, and recognized 
a bargain. For a few thousand dollars 
(back taxes) he picked up about forty-five 
acres of abandoned gravel pit and pools, 
along Salem Street, and the former owner 
threw in the thirty-six acres of old gravel 
pits which were northerly o! what is now 
Ainsworth Road. 

Bob soon found out that he couldn't dump 
his bricks there. He wasn’! interested in 
becoming a lawbreaker, so he sat around 
for a while, and waited for developments. 
Then he noticed that people were swim- 
ming in the pools. bob decided to open up a 

“recreation park", He planned on swim- 
ming facilities, of course, and other 
amenities. He would advertise in the 
Boston Globe. 

Two or three things happened about that 
time. This story may have them in the 
wrong order, but all contributed to the final 
decisions. 

Bob went to the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals, for a variance ‘0 operate an 
amusement park. And, about the same 
time, there was a drowning 

‘The drowning was in a pool that was in 
North Reading, but the Lowell Sun had a big 
headline - in Wilmington! The Selectmen, 
typically reacted. It didn’t matter that it 
had taken place in another town - what they 
didn't like was the notoriet 

The Board of Appeals granted Bob a 
variance. He could, operate an amusement 
park 

Bob opened his amusement park. It 
didn’t run long: Not for the lack of 
customers, but for the lack of approval by 
the Town Hall. Somehow the park was shut 


down because it didn’t have a license, or 
something 
But there another drowning, this one 


in a pool in Wilmington. It happened about 


midnight - a girl from someplace south of 
Boston. 

The Selectmen ordered Bob Corey to do 
something to safeguard the pools. It was 
just what he wanted. 

Bob installed lifeguards, and a ticket 
taker. For forty-five days he operated an 
amusement park, and he kept records. He 
established that he had a little gold mine, in 
those clear pools. 

Then the Water Commissioners took the 
land. Today there is a small pumping sta- 
tion there. Bob collected a huge sum of 
money - nearly $50 thousand, because those 
Selectmen had ordered him to ‘‘do 
something” and the Board of Appeals had 
given him a variance 

One of the Water Commissioners of 
Wilmington has since said that the Board of 
Appeals should never have granted the 
right to operate an amusement park. It 
cost the town thousands of dollars, for those 
forty-five days. He was partly right 

What Wilmington really needed was a 
Town Manager who was on the job. 
Everybody was operating “blind"’. No one 
was alert to the situation, not even a high- 
priced Town Manager. 

Having disposed of his Salem Street 
property at a profit, Bob had time to look at 
the Ainsworth Road property. 

Ainsworth Road, as has been related, was 
established by the vote of the town and the 
Town Manager then forgot to have the vote 
properly recorded, in the Registry of 
Deeds. 

‘The situation just drifted along. It was 
pretty hard to clear up the mistake without 
admitting that a mistake had been made. 

Bob Evans, one of the owners, finally sold 
his farm and moved to New Hampshire. He 
sold his right to the railroad right-of-way, 
(which the town would have acquired, had 
the Town Manager been on the job) to Bob 
Corey. 

Now Bob wants to develop his thirty-six 
acres. He has, from time to time, had 
offers from firms that would like to locate 
there. 


But - as the years roll on - nothing 


happens. 


‘That, the reader might guess - is why Bob 
Corey blew the whistle, the day before 


Thanksgiving, 1972.

Arthur Harding, former Town Engineer, challenged the 


plan. 
“He (the developer) claims

width, nor suitable grades for vehicular traffic in relation to 


the proposed use" Harding said. 


He also doubted that 


municipal services could be installed via Randolph Road. 

The Board voted with Harding. By his challenge Harding 
is in effect saying to the developer that he will have to go 
through Planning Board channels to get approval of the lots 
- not via the Board of Appeals. 


A final decision on the new 
Elmwood Village plan, in North 
Wilmington, was put off for two 
weeks. on request of the 
developers, the Jackson Brothers. 

A plan of land for five lots, on 
Aldrich Road, part of the Jean-Cor 
development. of which approval in 
zoning was given by the Town 
Meeting last spring, was also 
challenged by Harding. The plan, 
in effect. would cut off the land 
behind from legal access from 
Aldrich Road, Harding told his 
fellow board members, and they 
agreed. If one of the five proposed 
lots were to be “open” to the back 
land (no property line), the Plan- 
ning Board would then sign, they 
said. 

Harding said he wanted to see 
the plans developed in such a way 
as to leave room for a future 
widening of Aldrich Road, if ever 
that became necessary. He 
wanted the developer to build his 
shomes back farsenough from the 
street so as to allow not only room 
for a leaching bed, but another ten 
feet. in the event that it became 
necessary to widen the road, Har- 
ding noted with satisfaction that 
Dave Newhouse, in building homes 


along Salem Street at Corum 
Meadows, was doing this, and that 
it was the first time such a prac- 
tice had been made in Wilmington. 

Aldrich Road, he said, could be 
the second place. He also recalled 
that in a plan of Ballardvale 
Street, in 1962, when the street was 
widened, it cut into a new 
sewerage bed, and the town had to 
pay damages ($2,000 Ed.) 

Paul Butt submitted a 
Preliminary Plan for a small real 
estate development off Kilmar 
nock Road, in East Wilmington, in- 
volving a total of 13 lots, There are 
proposed to be two roads, which 
will meet in the new development 
Fletcher Land will go in by the 
Hancox home, and Morgan Road 
by the Moore home. 

A long time was spent discussing 
a number of lots of land, off the 
northerly end of Lawrence Street 
where it meets Lubbers Brook 
‘The land apparently will be the 
subjectof a Hately Act hearing:

was decided to advise the Conser- 
vation Commission to ask the ad- 
vice of the Town Counsel. 

Zoning Proposals 

In addition to the Official Map, 
which the Planning Board decided 
to submit to the Town Meeting in 
last week's meeting, the Planning 
Board has decided to ask for some 
changes in the Zoning By-Law 
relative to lot sizes, and relative to 
heights of buildings in Industrial 
zones 

‘The discussion of the Lawrence 
Street lots was a part of the 
further discussion of the Official 
Map. Bob Leahy wanted to go 
further yet, and have an article 
which would rezone large portions 
of unused land, mostly northerly of 
Glen Road and Federal Street into 
the "Rural’” zoning. 

‘This, he felt, would be a “*back- 
up” in case the Town Meeting did 
not accept the Official Map, and 
would take large tracts of Land out 
of the hands of speculators. 

At least two members of the 
board would not go along, pointing 
out difficulties and that the areas 
involved were, among other 
things, mostly swampy. Leahy 
dropped the idea 

Chairman Hooper, in talking of 
the proposed Official Map, and of 
the zoning problems, reported that 
Professor Eliot recommends the 
recinsion of the High Density 
Zoning, in Wilmington - a special 
zoning for restaurants and service 
stations, etc. He said that Eliot 
felt it was just a special measure 
to give the town time to put in con- 
trols, via the Board of Appeals 

Hooper discussed submitting an 
article for the Town Meeting 
which would do away with club 
houses, in residential zones. 

Bill Hanlon discussed another 
proposal, which would have the 
Town Meeting prohibit all house 
building in Wilmington for two 
years. Hanlon called it “highly 
controversial’. Harding 
suggested that the Planning Board 
should talk over the idea with the 
Board of Selectmen. 

‘The Planning Board agreed to 
ask for changes in the area, in 
zoning, which in effect would make 
every lot of land, in the ten thou- 
sand square foot class “non- 
eonforming” 


to 15,000 square feet, with a fron- 
tage along the street of 100 feet 
the Board agreed. SRA, which is 
now 22,500, would be upped to 30, 
000 square feet, with a 150 foot 
frontage and in Rural zoning, the 
board agreed that 75,000 square 
feet should be the minimum lot 
‘size; with a frontage of 260 feet. 
‘The board agreed to ask for a 
change in height in Industrial Zone 
buildings, so as to make the height 
conform with that in General 
Business. In General Business the 
allowed height is 40 feet, or three

of police salary Overages 


Tewksbury Town Treasurer 
Thomas J. O'Neill is expected to 
rule soon on how town police 
should repay salary overages 
provided them while they operated 
Six months on unapproved, 
shortened work schedules. 


Chairman Joseph J. Whelan an- 
nounced O'Neill's intentions at the 
selectmen's meeting Tuesday 
Whelan said O'Neill was studying 
several methods if insuring the 
town got its money back. One way 
suggested was having work days 
‘owed the town deducted off each 
man's accrued leave 

O'Neill's action was required 
after selectmen learned in 
November that town police had 
been operating since April on a 
schedule of four days on duty and 
then two off. The shortened work 
schedule, which resulted in many 
men getting an extra nine days off 
in the six month period, was im. 
plemented without the 
selectmen's approval 

Town Counsel Charles J 
Zaroulis ruled the selectmen, ac- 
ting as police commissioners 
were the only ones empowered to 
approve the schedules. 

Union notified 

In other police matters, the 
board agreed to notify the Inter: 
national Brotherhood of Police Of 
ficers that only the Tewksbury 
Police Relief Assn. was recognized 
as bargaining agent in contrac. 
tural matters with town police. 

The I.B.P.0. had written the 
selectmen suggesting the 
selectmen’s ordering the 4 - 2 work 
week abolished might be illegal. 
The union claimed it was exclusive 
bargaining agent for town police, 
and suggested a meeting with the 

selectmen. 

Subject of the meeting would be 
whether a 4-2 work week in which 
men worked 40 hours might be 
beneficial to the police and town, 
the union stated. 

The selectmen agreed they 
would discuss a work week of four, 
W-hour days if the police relief 
association wished to discuss the 
subject. Town Counsel Zaroulis 
said there would be nothing im- 
proper about such a schedule 
provided each man worked 40 
hours each week. 

‘Town nod sought 

Selectman Frank A. Antonelli 
said the police should never be put 
on a 4-2 schedule that provided 
less than 40 hours of work each 
week without the town. meeting 
considering such a matter. 

The town counsel advised the 
selectmen they hadn't acted il- 
legally in ordering the police to

‘Short hair could 


have helped Suspect 


The following is the third in a 
four part series on how Tewksbury 
police use scientific methods in 
fighting crime, and how they plan 
to increase their capabilities in 
this area. 

A suspect once could have saved 
himself a charge of housebreaking 
in Tewksbury if, like James Bond. 
he had kept his hair short. The 
man. now serving time for another 
crime. learned the town’s police 
keep their eyes open for scientific 
evidence 

While Tewksbury 
photographic 


police have 
and fingerprinting 
capabilities, they have no com- 
plete crime laboratory. The 
extensive equipment. manpower 
and training needed to operate 
such a facility is beyond the 
budgetary capabilities of all but 
large metropolitan police forces 
and state police 

Tewksbury police. however. are 
aware of what to look for at the 
scenes of crimes to pass on to state 
police for scientific examination 
One of the more interesting in 
stances occured recently in con 
nection with a break at a local 
business. 

Because the suspects involved 
are either in prison or facing 
charges for other crimes. the case 
has not come up for trial yet. Asa 
result, Sgt. Phillip D. Bradanick. 
who was involved in the case and 
recalls it well. could only provide 
some details of the incident. His 
recollections follow 

Three men entered a business 
and stole a safe and some 
after leaving their car on a nearby 
street. They entered the building 
by prying away some of the metal 
wall of a sort of outside room 
apart from the main plac 
business, 

‘They went up a set of steps toa 
door that used to lead to some 
rooms before the building was 
renovated. They jimmied the door 
open and found an area between 
the roof and the tiled ceiling There 
they punched a hole through the 
nd dropped down into the

searching the place they found a 
safe, but they couldn't force it

They apparently decided to 
load it into their car and bring it 
someplace where they could get it

‘The men went to a side door 
and, noticing there was a burglar 
alarm attached to the upper part 
of the door, sawed a hole in the 
lower section and pushed the safe 
out 

They squeezed out between the 
hole in the door and the safe. but 
while one of them was doing that 
he caught the neck of his turtle 
neck sweater on the rough edge of 
the hole they had sawed in the 
door 

A couple of our men stopped 
them outside the building. found 
the stolen items in the car and the 
safe near it. d brought the three 
suspects down to the station 

Here at the station I started to 
take mug shots. and began putting 
the chain one man for the iden 
tification plate you see in those 
photographs. 

He bent his head forward to 
allow me to put on the chain, and 
his long hair fell away from his 
neck. There, on the top edge of the 
neck of his sweater was a sliver of 
wood caught in the material. 1 
took it and put it in an envelope. 

‘When we asked them to empty 
their pockets, the same guy put a 
Jot of money on the table and there 
was a lot of sawdust mixed in with 
it. T put that into another 
envelope. Later on I took samples 
of the ceiling tile from the 
business. sawdust we found on a 
desk underneath where the hole 
was cut in the ceiling, and some 
samples of the strippings they had 
cut off the door when the hole was 
e there 
ned 


1 the samples over to 


te police, and their scienti 
sts were able to match everything 
perfectly. This gives us enough 


material for quite a case. 
I turned the man’s sweater and 
all the other samples over to the 
state police. Their scientists were 
able to show the sliver of wood and 
bits of fibre still attached to it 
matched the turtle neck sweater 
and pieces of the door they sawed 
through. and the sawdust was con- 
sistent with the material the 
ceiling tiles were made of 
We'll have quite a case when 
we go to court. I imagine that guy 
with the long hair will wish he had 
it short that night. One of his 
friends might have seen the sliver 
and gotten rid of it before we saw 
it 
Next week in the final part of 
this series Bradanick will explain 
why having Tewksbury police 
trained in photography and 
fingerprinting makes for better 
crime fighting than having state 
police do those jobs, and how 
Tewksbury police plan to expand 
their crime photography
